What About Released Time? 


Sierra Madreans are about to witness a paradox. Or 
so it seems from here. 

Russia has Sputnik and Mutnik circling tlie globe. 
Soviet universities are bulging with young scientists, while 
here in the United States we are wringing our hands over 
the drastic shortage of Iraincd engineers and researchers, 
the inadequate educational facilities and, alas, in some 
instances the poor quality of educational programs them¬ 
selves. 

Yet we, in Sierra Madre, are now proposing to take 
away valuable public school time from our children so 
they can attend religious classes during the all loo short 
school day. 

And we also will be spending the public’s, the tax¬ 
payer’s money to do it. 

This is not to argue that moral values, as taught 
through organized religions, are not important. Perhaps 
they are more important now, in an atomic age where one 
madman could trigger a war of annihilation, than ever 
before. 

But there are 24 hours a day, 168 hours a week. Our 
youngsters go to school, at the most, only 30 hours a week. 

There are dozens of hours left over each week for re¬ 
ligious training, hours which would not detract from the 
school program. 

Why don’t the churches use some of this time? 

Friendly persuasion, apparently, doesn't work. Or at 
least that's what the churches are saying when they in¬

The amount of loss of vis¬ 
ion in the eye with cataract 
will depend on the cataract’s 
stage of development and 
its location in the lens. Be¬ 
cause it is the lens alone 
that is affected, special 
glasses usually can do little 
to improve the vision in that 
eye. It would be the same 
tiling as having a very bad¬ 
ly smudged lens in a cam¬ 
era. No matter what kind of 
gadgets were used, the result 
would be a blurred picture.
